New Sonth Wales. 

Sydnet, N. S. W., July nist.— The 
steamship City of Merbouruo a^aun 
sustained her reputation by coiniu;,' in 
this month on the two davri iii advance 
of contract time, delivoriii^^- her mails 
in fifty-one days from Loudon.

For this we were re- 
proached by J. "W. Carey, an emploi/e of 
thoLnnds and Works, who stated that ho 
had authority for using tho name. Yes- 
terday this same Mr. Carey hoppod upon 
the liuitinga and declared that he repre- 
sented Mr. MoCreiglit and proceeded at 
once in the hearing of tho astonished 
electors to extol his vii-tues, statu iiis po- 
litical creed, vouch for him as a lU and 
proper person, and conchulod by an- 
nouncing that ho (Mr. M.7Creigbt) was a 
Bupportor of tho Walkein Goverumoiit. 
Brought to book by Willis Bond, tho 
irrcpiossiblo Caroy again deol.irod that 
ho "wa3 duly authorized by Mr. Mc- 
Croight, and that ho (Caroy) had como 
down from Nanaimo on the Vasoo de 
Oammmi on pnrpose to nominate his 
favorite. Shortly after tho close of tiie 
hnstings the 'Mando arrived from Xiumi- 
ouo with .Mr. McC.'reiglit , who lo.--t no 
time in iudi^nautly denying tliiit ho had 
authorized Mr. Caroy or anyone else to 
nominate him. and in visiting the news- 
paper oi&ces to withdraw hia name.

The NominationB. 

A considornljle unmbor of citixeiiH ns- 
soniljloil lit tho Polioo liarnickH yostoidiiy, 
to hour tlio nomination of tho con-lidatos 
for tho Logiblnturo. At 1^ the uocoasury 
formalities having been gono through by 
the Beturning Qfficer aud his Clerk, 

Mr. Bunster mounted the platform and 
nnuouncod that ho intended to uominato 
l\[r. Thos. Harris, a gentleman well and 
ho believed favorably known to nil tho 
electors, ono who hutl niailo money in tlio 
country and had .spent it amongst thorn, 
and would probably have boon in alllueut 
circumatances now, but for an unhappy 
accident. He was sure that uouo of those 
present could doubt that Mr. Harris if 
elected would always be found sujjport 
ing the right side, and that thoy would 
have in him ono who would invai-ialjly 
give his vote in such a manner as te 
maintain his self respoot aud to aocure 
their approbation (hear, hear) . 

Mr. Clayton in a few well ohcseu re- 
marks seconded the uomiuatiou of Mr. 
Harris. 

Mr. W. Wilson ascended the platform 
to nominate Mr. Boaveu araon^,'^t whose 
good works ho claimed tho comiiletion 
of our municipal liberties, the exten.sion 
of the city limit.s. To him aiKo were 
duo great and important reforms in the 
Land Oflico in which it was now ])O.H.sible 
to obtain iuformutiou. He bolioved al- 
so that the rrovmcial roadn and bridges 
had benefited largely by Mr. lieavciii's 
term of ofliee, and charncti rizoil him as 
a hardworking and energetic )]ubli(^ olli- 
cer, whom he h.ul umeh (d :iisar>; in 
nominating for re-olection. (lli-ur lioar.j 

Mr. Gowen secondi'd. Mr. Heaven hud 
now been 4 years on trial and ho was sa- 
tia&ed that all who had watched hia ca- 
reer would agree with him iu saying that 
he ought to be'returned at the head of 
the poll. 

Mr. Spratt had much pleasure in nom- 
inating Mr. Elliott. 
Mr. Ball seconded. 

Mr. Turner rose to nominate Jlr. Duck 
an honest man, who had been before iiis 
fellow citizens now for four years and ho 
was satisfied that he could safely let his 
works speak for him, and if thoy 
would return him again they would find 
that they had tho right man in the right 
place (hear, hear) . 

Mr. C. Hay ward, in seconding Mr. 
Duck, alluded to the occasion of his pre- 
vious return, and said that ho had tho 
advantage this time of a good character 
from his last place. Important subjects 
would be brought before the next House 
f or oonsideration and he thought they 
ought to send old and tried servants to 
tho task (hoar, hear) . 

Mr. ^Y. K. Bull nominated Dr. Trimble 
and ho did not think that much recom- 
mendation would bo necessary. Every- 
body knew tho Doctor. Thoy had witness- 
ed his career as Mayor and as Speaker of 
the House; he thought all would agree 
that the Doctor had performed his duties 
with dignity and cordiality; in fact, the 
House would not be opmpleta without 
him. (Hoar, hear.) 

Mr. Ales. Wilson, in seconding Dr. 
Trimble, after a few general remarks in 
praise of the Government ouumerating 
the roads and bridges, otc, which they 
had built, said that thoy had stood out 
nobly against Canada and that Dr. Trim- 
ble deserved support for the hearty man- 
ner in which he had declared his inten- 
tion of supporting tho Government at the 
meeting at the Mechanics Institnto. 

Mr. Drake, in nominating Jlr. Douglas, 
flaid thot his candidate, if elected, would 
s-epresent capital, an interost which 
hitherto had not been represented in the 
Legislative Halls. We had heard a great 
deal'of the bono and sinew of the coun- 
try, but br.iins and capital wore as ucces- 
Bary to a country as llosli and blood, 
(laughter audcheors), aud ho thought it 
more likely to come to the country if fair- 
ly represented in its Councils. 

Mr. McLean hoped Mr. Douglas would 
Bot be rejected on account of hi.s youth, 
whioh,so far as he knew, was tho only ob- 
jection which could be made to him. 
This was his political birth and he wos 
sure if they elected him none of them 
would regret having assisted at it. Ho 
was confident that if sent U> the ilousi; 
ho would do Ilia best and ho would not 
inherit the ability of his father if lio did 
not play a prominent part. Wo wanted 
a sprinkling of young men in the House 
who hod been born and brought up in 
the country. Mr. Douglas was in such a 
position that he need not ask for favors 
from any party. Ho sought no portfolio 
from tho Local Government, neither 
would ho bo likoly to kiss IMucken/.io'B 
too for a Dominion a])pointinent. Now was 
the time to put men liko him into the Ll- 
oal Legislature, tor it was there, and now, 
that the Railway battle would really have 
to be fought, and if they sent Mr. Douglas 
to do their fighting lie was s\ii-e tliey 
would look back uj)ou their action with 
ploaauro. 

Mr. J. W. Carey in proposing Mr. .1.1''. 
MoCroight gavo what he called soino ex- 
planation of his reason for so doing. Ue 
remarks wore received with considerable 
laughter, and whon ho had linished he 
was asked if he could show any written 
authority for tho cour' e ho had adopted, 
lio replied by asking if anyone su))po-:!:,] 
lio went about with a i)ocliei fiil nfcicMli-n- 
tials, and was it liki'ly that he wniil.l ii.ive 
come down from N.iiiiiiiuo to imniinal" 
him if he had no authority; also tliat his 
word ought to be enough for the ulec 
tors. 

Shouts of "Mo, no." 

Mr. K, Williams said Unit in seconding 
Mr. MoCreiglit ho did so purely from the 
rospeet lin liiul for lii m, but inc isr il istinct- 
ly repudiated all rehponsilnlity fur the 
nomination; that nnist reit cntii-i'ly with 
Mr. Carey, aud amidst great laughter said 
that if it turned out to bo bogus he had 
nodojbt tho electors would know exact- 
ly what to think of Mr. (laniy. 

Mr. J. W. Willian:s then iioniiualed 
Mr. G. C. Gerow, who, ho said, was the 
.workingmun's friond. 

A Voice— What did he over do for tho 
workingman 7 

Mr. J. W. Oarey seconded, ond believ- 
ed he vould bo a credit tu tho City if 
elected. 

Mr, W. Wilson naid that tho gentleman 
who hod uromisoil (o nominate Mr. U. 
WiUiauB^VAB unavoidably absent, and us 



ho thought it a pity that ho should not 
have fair play he would undertake tho 
task himself. 

Mr. Alex. Wilson seconded, 

A show of hands was then called for 
and was declared by the Eoturniug 0111- 
cor to bo iu favor of Messrs, Beavon, Duck 
aud Trihiblo. 

Botwoou IMo.sgrs. Elliott and Douglas 
it was declared a tie, aud Mr. Peiuboiliin 
gave it in favor of tho youngest candi- 
date, Mr. Douglas, 

Mr. Drake demanded a poll on behalf 
of Mr. Elliott, which the Beturning Offi- 
cer declared would take place on Satur- 
day at tho Police Barracks, from 8 a. m, 
to 1 p. m. 

Mr. Beavou boing lotidly called for 
came forward and was rocoivod with ap- 
plause. Ho said that lie must confess to 
some bashfulness of tor the Hattariug re- 
marks which had fallen from the gentle- 
man who nominated bim. Ho had cer- 
tainly tried to do his host during his term 
of oliieo, and ho believed ho could safely 
say that tho prosperity of the Province 
and tho a])plauso of tho ])Ooplo ho lived 
amongst wore tho only things ho had 
sought for. Everyone was fully aware 
of tho importance of the (iuostion to bo 
decided by the ballot on Saturday, and 
ho thought it spoke well for tho oharac- 
tar of the citizens to see so meny of them 
take an interest in public aflfairs, nud was 
a proof of the truth of tho ijrinoiplo that 
all power emanated from the jjooplo. He 
hoped to 1)(3 oxcused if he went into mat- 
ters of a purely personal eliaracter. It 
was now four years sinco liis electio i, 
and ho trusted that all who had then vot- 
ed for him would upon a fair examina- 
tion bo satisfied with hia record. At that 
timo the princii)al object of attention was 
voting by ballot. Other jilaiiks of tho 
political platform were the estublishinonl 
of free non-soctariaii schools, the ojjen- 
ing uj) of the country by trunk roads aiul 
facilitating tho acciuisitiou of lumesteads 
by actual settlers, liespectiug the ballot 
it was not necessarj' to say anything. 
Extensive surveys hnd been made of 
waste lands and all could see at the Lands 
k Works OlTico niai)n and plans showing 
the looaliuu and quality of wa.ste lands, 
tho kind of timber, .tc. (Hear, bear.) 
Then as to tho opening up of trunk roads 
whon work by contracts ntiw let was com- 
pleted, thero would bo a road all through 
from Cowichan to Nauaimo. Ho regret- 
ted that a road had not been made be- 
tween Cowichan and Victoria; but he 
need not go into that question now. A 
good road was now in existoune from 
Latlncr's Landing to YdIo, 100 miles of 
which had been built last year. A gooi) 
cattle trail had been made from Hupc^ 
through tho Nicola Valley, which miglit 
bo followed as far as Kaiuloops or on to 
Cariboo. Victorians might ask what this 
had to do with them, but it was undoubt- 
edly a benefit both to them and to the 
settlers of the Mainland if beef could bo 
sent down and sold in this market ; be- 
sides, anything which facilitated tho sale 
of produoo in tho country bouelited Vic 
toria. Tills was tlui grand centre to which 
everything gravitated, and everywhere 
we could see signs of prosperity. All were 
busy, not an idle mechanic to be seen, 
and buildings going up on every side. 
Was ho wrong in claiming all this as evi- 
dence that the policy ef liie 1 1 o vei'nnien t 
was bouelicial to tho Province. He pro- 
ceeded to speak of the public iniprovo- 
monts, of the wing now being built of 
what ho hoped would be the future Pro- 
vincial University, and asserted that tho 
Legislative Hall and tho Court.s of Jus 
tioe were superior to any similar struc- 
tures in the older Provinces of Ontario 
and Qaebea. The hospitals throughout 
the Province, and especially Vict ori.i,havu 
be(>n greatly im[)roved. The Mc'chunics' 
Institute and tho Firo Depart uiciit wlm 1; 
were a credit to the city and I'rovmce 
had been aided. He did not mean to say 
that the Government were spotless, but 
he did say they had done their best. 
There was one other matter which ha 
wished to refer to, and that was tho Hall- 
way (question. On this ho counselled all 
to stand together shoulder to shoulder 
and unite in adoi>ting a courso whioli 
would be best for all, and if this were 
done ho was confident that instead of 
fresh negotiations aotnol work would 
soon bo commenced, if all would sup- 
port the Railway i5jli<'y of tho present 
Giivernn.ent, whicli was simply to insist 
on tho carrying out of the treaty oblign 
fions, to comnionci! at oneo and honestly 
carry out tho work. Ho aBsertod that the 
wi.'-'hes of the Ijocal (ioveninuiat and tho 
popular fooling had been misrepresented 
at Ottawa. Ho coriiplimontod tho electors 
of Victoria, who, he said, wore supposed 
at Ottawa to be the representatives of the 
intelloot of tho Province, and ho called 
on all to show tlnimseli'es united on this 
point, and by supporting tin.' present 
Oov(;rnuient co slunv a solid front to the 
powers at Ottawa. [ (ireat applause. 

Mr. Livook wished to know if tho dry 
dock money was a loau to tho Provinoo 
or not. 

Mr. Beaven said tho Province would 

not havo to repay tho dry doolc subsidy 
or [lay interest on it. 

In answer to the ipu^stion if tlie (iev- 
ornmont w(!ro in poss(!ssion of any iiifor 
Illation as to whether any n.';,^nt iatn)ns 
wero about to bo commencod for further 
alteration in the railway terms, he said 
that the Government had not received 
any proposals for new terms t\s yet. 

Some little confesion arose liere, and 
shouts of Duck, Duck, Harris, Harris. 
Tlie Ueturning ODicer exi)resii(Ml a wi.sh 
that the candidates inigbt bo alhiwed to 
speak in tho order in which they had been 
proposed, and Mr. T. Harris oamo on tho 
platform. 

Ho said he came forward as on Indo- 
pendent Reform candidate. He was pre- 
pared to assist any Government in carry- 
ing good measures and he would (Certain- 
ly oppose bad ones. Hi; Wiiulll SU|lMnl'l 11 
goi d eniigraliiiil sehenn>, t h i dry dock, 
lu ll law, iV(C. As 1 (■;;:i](h (l th(i lailuny 
his view of the case was that C'anada had 
entered into a partnership with us and 
we had carried out our part of the bar- 
gain; but had Canada carried outliers? 
[Shouts of no, no. ] Ho apiiroved of the 
courso the Governniont had taken on the 
thin matter and it behoved all to Htiind 
shoulder to shoiildei' on this muticr 
Without tho r.ailway the Doiniiiiou (;()uld 
not bo completed. Tho redistribution of 
seats was a moa.iUre which would require 
attention. Nanaimo with 1100 inhabit- 
ants returned only one member, while 
Kootcnay with only l(i voters nMurnrd 
two. (.'assiar was practically disfranidu ;- 
ed. It t^aid a great deal for llie peai'e- 
ablo disposition (if the people that tlicy 
would stauil such an arraugomoiit, and if 
elected he would do his best to have it 
altered. If Canada did not moan to build 
tho llailway lot hor say so and wo will 
separate!. Me Ihougdit tliat threi3 drlo- 
gates ought to bo sent to England to say 
that wo wished for this (hear, hear) , He 



was ready to liyht for our rights if fight- 
ing was iieces-iury. (Great laughter.) Tho 
(liydock ought to bo built with whito la- 
bor.

Wo 
wantod no more Mongolian.s to take tho 
bread out of white men's mouths. 

Jlr. Washington wished to know if Mr. 
Hiirris meant to uxcludo him. (Great 
laughter.) 

Mr. Harris said ho considered Mr. 
TFAEhingtoD and his people all as British 
subjects, and asked if ho had not always 

trc.ited thoiii as such, (Aiiplauso, aud 
loud crio;) feu- Unok.) 

Mr. Duck thanked tho electors for tho 
reception accorded to him antl was grati- 
fied to find ho retained their confldouco 
aud hoped that his conduct for tho last 
four years would secure his return. 
Thoro had been but two pledges exaotod 
from him on the last occasion on which 
he sought their suffrages. One was to 
votu for thoCaeadiaii Tariff, tho other to 
support every measure which ho thought

Not long ago an American schooner, the 
Gilbert C. Trufant, was sol, I at Liverpool 
to British ship owner;! in open violation 
of tho provisions of our lav.-. ]\l!niBter 
Seheuek attempted to prevent this salo 
and notified tho Stale Department of the 
violation of tho regulations. A very lively 
coi-respbndeuoo has beon iiiainlained be- 
tween the authorities of the L'nited States 
and Groat Britain. Our people havo re- 
quested the British government to turn 
this vessel over to the United States, that 
she may be libelled against her former 
owners. Tho Earl of Derby has linally 
decided that tho vessel shall not bo de- 
livered up, as in the sale all regulations 
of British law were carefully observed. 
Ho sees no reason for interfering. On 
the receijit of this decisiou tho secretary 
of the treasury issued orders to collect- 
ors of custmns at all sea coast ports to 
seize and dc luin the Trufant should slio 
ever vi.sit this country. As the vessel has 
]iapers from the Brili.sh government and 
ilies its flag the seizure ia bound to cause 
a good deal of trouble if made.
